“Live stock holdings in central Al- 
berta have increased by twenty-five 
per cent, in the last few years,” says 
ir. G. H. Hutton, Superintendent of 
the Dominion Experimental Farm at 
Lacombe, “At our farm,” Mr, Hut- 
ton continued, “we have experimént- 
ed in wintering cattle in the open, 
with no other protection than that af- 
forded by bluffs and hayracks. We 
have fed five cars of cattle in this 
way and turned them off finished in 
February. The thermometer has 
gone to fifty degrees below zero, and 
yet in some years we have gained 320 
pounds per head in winter feeding. 
On two and three-year-olds we have 
gained 420 pounds from May to [Ieb-

Harkening back to the days of the 
‘little red school-house (if perchance 
it were painted), we have recollec- 


‘tions of a curriculum which adhered

and a slender, but pliable, birch rod. 
Good men were produced under the 
system, but it is yet to be establish- 
that the system produced the 
men, Likewise it is still to be proven 
that the plan of education which to!- 
1 and extends partially into the 
present age, showed the essentials of 

erfection to any ron degree so 
ar_as it concerned the rank and file. 

The system of education which 
aims at the development of the hand 
as well as the mind; at the trainin 
of young manhood and womanhood 
for everyday life, rather than for 

rofessional careers, is comparative- 
y new in practice if not in thought, 
and there are still with us those who 
look askance upon workbenches and 
pudding dishes in the schools where 
these unquestionably spell the partial 
extinction of a custom which placed 
the law, medicine, ministry or teach- 
ing as the finis in every text book, 

¢ introduction of business and 
vocational systems of training in cit 
schools has been followed wit 
marked success throughout the coun- 
try, but in the teaching of agricul- 
tural subjects there yet remains much 
to be accomplished in the public and 
high schools, It is in this line, how- 
ever, that the schools of agriculture 
instituted and maintained by the Al- 
berta provincial government and sit- 
uated at Vermilion, Olds and Clares- 
holm, are accomplishing a great deal 
toward the betterment of farming 
conditions and toward the <ducation 
of young men and women for practi- 
cal and more. scientific work in the 
farm homes and fields. 

Not many years ago agricultural 
education was regarded as unneces- 
sary and impracticable. While there 
are even today many who look upon 
such systems of instruction as a 
waste of money and time, the aver- 
age farmer has become progressive 
enough to seek for more information 
and better methods in handling stock 
and growing crops. He recognizes 
that such information can be supplied 
to a considerable extent by special 
investigators and instructors. He is

| Australia is One 
! Of the Oldest Lands 


Who First Discovered Continent Is a 
Question, However, That itis- 
tory Has Not Setiled 


Australia, which of late has figured 
so prominently in the news of the 
day, should be reckoned, geologists 
tell us, among the oldest land in ths 
world. As far as annals are cone 
cerned, however, it is, of course, 
among the youngest. Whi first dis- 
covered the great southern continent 
is a question still unsettled, and is 
likely, as far as can be seen, to ce- 
main so; but one thing seems to be 
certain enough, and that is that for 
many centuries before its coasts were 
sighted and explored by Europeans 
the fact of its existence was gener- 
ally known in both the east and west. 
The Chinese, who have managed to 
forestall Europe in most things, had 
certainly some knowledge of it, as 
far back as the thirteenth century, 
The Malays were probably acquaint- 
ed with the northern coast, and Mar- 
co Polo, the great traveler of the 
thirteenth century, makes reierencs 
to the reputed existence of a vast 
southern continent. There was no 
great dramatic discovery of Austra- 
lia, such as there was in the case of 
America. It seems, somehow, to have 
straggled into the knowledge of the 
west by way of ships blown out of 
their course, and through tales car- 
ried overland from the east. 

Early in the seventeenth century, 
however, Philip III. of Spain took 
the matter in hand. He sent out an 
expedition of discovery from -sllao, 
Peru, under Admiral de Torres, to 
search for the great southern contin- 
ent. The little fleet, consisting of 
three vessels, sailed from Callao Dec. 
21, 1605, and the following year 
reached one of the islands of the New 
Hebrides, which was at once lated 
as, indeed, the land for which they 
were searching. Torres then sailed 
north towards the Philippines, aud 
may possibly have caught sight of 
the northern coast of Australia on 
his way. He did not, however, reach 
the continent. The next few years 
were fruitful. in discovery. In _ the 
same year that de Torres sailed froi 
Calloa the little Dutch vessel, _ the 
Duyfken or Dove, sailed from  Ban- 
tam, i1 Java, on a voyage of discov- 
ery. ‘The voyagers succeeded in 
reaching the north shores of the con- 
tinent, and explored a considerable 
stretch of the Gulf of Carpentaria. 
This was followed by several other 
enterprises undertaken by Dutch- 
men, and by 1665 the Dutch possess- 
ed rough charts of almost the whole 
-lof the western coast; while to the 
.|mainland itself they had given the 
{\name of New Holland.

WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


HE sole head ot a family, or any 

T male over 18 yearsold may home- 
stead a quarter section of available-Dom- 
inicn land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant mnst appear in per- 
son at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub agency for the District. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-agency) on 
certain conditions.§ 
Duties-—-Six months residence upon and 
cultivation of the land in each of three 
years, A hometeader may live within 
nine miles of his homestead on a farm of 
at least 80 acres, on certain conditions. A 
habitable house is required except where 
residence is performed in the vicinity,

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section along side his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre, 

Duties—Six months residence in pe 
ofthree years after earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivation 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
cone itions,
